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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest an apparatus for prevention 
of oxidation of a metal object having the combination of a first and second fastener 
attached to a meta\ object, first and second capacitor, a pulse amplifier with phase 
compensation circuitry coupled to the capacitors, a phase sensor and a microprocessor 
connected to the DC voltage source and to the pulse amplifier. The method of 
alleviating oxidation of the metal object utilizing the above apparatus combination is also 
not taught or suggested.
